MONEY MAKES 
THE AIRSHIP GD 
AT WORLD'S FAIR 


With Liberal Prizes Offered for 
Each Flight, World’s Fair Visi- 
tore and St. Louisans Will Soon 
Become Familiar With Craft. 


BENBOW DEFERS FLIGHT 
AWAITING CALMER WIND 


Montana Aeronaut’s Coach of tho 
Clouds Differs Widely From 
Aerial Runabout Which A. Roy 


Knabenshue Directed. 


Aeronaut Thomas C. Benbow announced 
early this afternoon that he’ probably 
would not attempt to take his airship up 
today at the World's Fair concourse. as 
weather conditions are not satisfactory. 
The wind is too strong, he said, and unless 
it abates in velocity he will stay down. 

He announced, however, that he would 
take the first opportunity to make a flight. 

When Thomas 8. Baldwin reached the 
concourse and learned that the hydrogen 
plant was ready to go into commission he 
announced that his “Arrow’’ would make a 
fight Friday. A. Roy Knabenshue will take 
her up. He says there will be no accident 
to the motor. this 
expects to do some fancy flying. 

Henry Ramsey, Jr., assistant to Petcy 
Ifudson, superintendent of aeronautics, 
who has charge of the hydrogen plant, fin- 
ished firing up today. He stated that he 
would work the plant but little today and 
would be able to generate hydrogen tomor- 
row morning. Mr. Hudson say® that if 
the supply of hydrogen Is not sufficient to 
inflate the gas bags of Mr. Baldwin and 
Mr. Francols, he ts prepared to furnish 
them with eas by the vitriolic process. 


Prizes Will Spur 


Aeronauts On. 

Visitors to the World's Fair and the peo- 
ple of St. Louis and vicinity need not be 
surprised to see airships in flight any day 
from now until the end of the Fair. The 
Exploitation committee of the Exposition 
company has made arrangements to hang 
up Hberal purses for flights; to be made 
whenever winds and weather will permit. 

Every aeronaut who will fiy-.over the 
grounds for the distance of a mile and 
returns under power to the aeronautic con- 
course will be awarded a purse of $0. If 
he files for a mile, but does not return 
under power, he will get $100. The latter 
is in the nature of expense ‘ money,’ for 
while the Exposition ‘company furnishes 
free gas for the airships, there are other 
expenses incident to the caré of machines 
and preparation for flight. 

The Exposition company opened the doors 
of the Aerodrome,to. the public’ Thursday 
morning, charging an admission of 2% cents. 
A large number of persons, anticipating 
flight ofanairship entered the aeronautic 
concourse. The first mantobuy a ticket 
wandered around the field for awhile and 
then went to the Aerodrome to see the air- 
ships. He was stopped by a Jefferson 
Guard, who told him he could not enter 
without a pass from Mr. Hudson. 

“What do I get for my quarter?” asked 
the man.

Meanwhile a dozen other persons had paid 
admission, and when they found they could 
not get inside the Aerodrome to gaze at 
the airships, they sald unpleasant things 
about evervone concerned. 

Then the Jefferson Guards got busy with 
the telephones, and were instructed to es- 
eort sightseeing parties through the build- 
ing, at a safe distance from the skycraft. 
An aisle of wire netting is being con- 
structed through the center of the bufliding 
for the passage of sightseers. 

Spectators ‘will see in Benbow’'s ship a 
vastly different craft from that of Baid- 
win, which flew over the city Tuesiay us- 
der Aeronaut A. Roy Knabenshue's guld- 
ance. The gas bag is about the same ca- 
pacity, but the car, as the pendant frame- 
work is called, is utterly unlike Baldwin's 
and the engineer rides in a wicker ba‘ kot 
with the motor beneath him tn front. Be- 
neath the gas bag is a horizontal steel spar 
to which the netting is attached. An alu- 
minum framewagk is appended to the spar 
by plano wires. In this framework 1s te 
shafting for the two wings or paddies 
which furnish the momentum.

LAUREL, Md., Oct. 27.—United States 
Senator A. P. Gorman made what will pos- 
sibly be his only speech during the pres- 
ent campaign at a large mass meeting In 
ihis, his home town, last night, and de- 
yoted the wreater portion of his address 
to an attack on the present administra- 
thou, militarism and official extravagance. 

After’ referring to Roosevelt's dominance 
of the Republican party, the speaker eu- 
logized Lincoln, and said he had tried to 
bring peace, and prosperity to the South 
gat°the closé of the war, ‘‘while here, 39 
years after the conflict ended, comes one 
‘theodore Roosevelt to reopen the old 
wounds and threaten a people who have 
greater burdens t6 bear than any other 
people on earth, with negro domination, 
which means threatening their homes.’’ 

In a eulogy of Grant, Senator Gorman 
declared that “great soldier, upon becom- 
ing President, declared against a large 
standing army. in which he was upheld 
by another great soldier, Gen. John A. Lo- 
gan, who framed the bill limiting it to 
20,000 men; yet here is Theodore Roosevelt, 
a little soldier of less than 90 days, with 
dreams of an empire to be made by him, 
who forced the passage of a law increas- 
ing the standing army to 100,000 men and 
bringing tine state militia organizations un- 
der presidential control. 


“Another great Republican President 
tjenjamin Franklin, thought we should 
avoid ‘entangling alliances abroad, but 


Roosevelt comes along and says: ‘We 
must get into this international game and 
l'll be the head pin.’ 

“The greatest of all Republican 
dents was William McKinley and he be- 
lieved in helping our commerce with the 
South American republics by _ treaties of 
kindness. He would have torn out his 
right arm bofore he would have made this 


pres!i- 


‘eountry a policeman to bully and rob the 


little republics. The Monrve doctrine was 


dear to him. 

“Roosevelt promised by McKinley's bier 
to follow in his footsteps and he fgllowed— 
in the opposite direction. He has built 
up an army and a navy too large for the 
country and he has bullied South Amer- 
ican republics d taken from ond, Colom- 
bia, its most valuable asset. 

“In doing all these things the mtoney of 
the American people has been spent like 
water and corruption has crept into the 
publie service.”’

SAVED THREE LIVES: | 
WAS THANKED ONCE'S 


Hugh McMahon, Now Penniless: 
Has Remarkable Record 
for Heroism. 


ENDANGERED HIS OWN LIFE 


Woman Fought Him in Park Res- 
ervoir but He Saved Her 
Without Assistance. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct, sth pe are pfrob- 
ably many men who wh suddenly put 
face to face with the task would risk their 
own life to save that of a fellow creature. 
To comparatively few such an oportunity 
to prove their hervism occurs once in a 
lifetime. Hugh McMahon of 153 East 
‘Eighty-seventh street, on Tu#sday last, for 
the third time within two years, plunged 
into deep water, and after a terrific strug- 
gle succecded in saving a life which other- 
wise wag doomed. In this instance it was 
@ woman bent on self-destruction whom 
he snatched from death—a big, strong 
woman, weighing 240 pounds, who fought 
with all the frenzy of madness to frustrate 
the purpose of her plucky rescuer. 

McMahon is not in the life-saving bus!- 
ness. He is not so placed that special op- 
portunities for heroic acts should fall to 
his lot. In no instance has he received 
the smallest reward for his deeds. Only 
once has he heard a word of thanks. 
Twice the scene of his exploits has been 
Central Park. ‘ 

Today he is out of employment and prac- 
ticully ponniless. He lives on the hospital- 
ity of his aunt. He is ready and willing 
to work. For six months he has been on 
the eligible list, seeking a position in the 
park department. His percentage was ex- 
cellent. His character is beyond reproach. 
, Yet nothing comes his way, except an oc- 
casiona] opportunity to save a life, while 


| others stand by afraid to take the risk.

On Tuesday last McMahon had been kil- 
Hing time by w wanders around the Museum 
> pictures. Although 
a laborer, he is a man of refined tastes. 
He was sitting some distance from the 
Croton Reservoir in Central Park about 
2 o'clock in the afternoon when his atten- 
tion was attracted by the constant blowing 
of a whistle of a gatekeeper. Then he saw 
a crowd of people excitedly gathering 
around the edge of the reservoir and a 
one-armed park attendant franticaly ges- 


; ticulating. lie jumped up and ran to the 
spot. In the water was a big woman, float- 
‘ing face downward, buoyed up by her 
clothes. She had climbed over the railing 
on the east side, opposite Forty-Fourth 
street, and thrown, herself into the water. 
‘"There were dozens of big, strong men 
around, but not one: aitempted to do a ihing 
toward saving the woman,” said McMahon 
esterday. ‘“‘l had been very sick with 
eurt trouble for a week, but when I saw 
that woman drowning I forgot ail about 
that. Throwing off my coat and vest as 
I ran, I rushed through the crowd, and took 
A flying iéap into the water. I landed close 
nt d the woman and quickly turned her face 
upward. Then she began to ht me oe. 
6 was strong and flerce as Ra lioness. 
one guve me a hand or a rope, ae ; 
thought my end had come. I felt sure she 
woul succeed in drowning us both. It 
took me fully ten minutes to get her to 
the wall, when park emp.oye Joseph Stage 
of No. 1007 Park avenue, helped me to 
drag the woman out. She was unconscious, 
and I was nearly gone.” 


Woman Had 
Attempted Suicide. 


The woman saved was Theresa King, 
40 years old, of 1411 Third avenue. She 
was taken to the Presbyterian Hospital, 
and when recovered was held on a charge 


of attempted suicide. Later she: became 
fepentant and was discharged. 

avid Shepard, a boy of 1b, also owes his 
life to McMahon's bravery. He fell into 
the East River two years ago at the foot 
of East Nineteenth street. McMahon hap- 
pencd to be near the pier. He was at- 
tracted by the yells of Shepard's compan- 
fons, not one of whom made an effort to 
save the lad. McMahon plunged in when 
the boy had disappeared and dived to the 
bottom. a depth of 12 feet. There he found 
Shepard, held fast by a mass of tan- 
glei wire. With extreme difficulty, and 
after staying under the water almost a 
drowning time, McMahon extricated the 
boy and brought him to the surface. He 
was still alive, and recovered after having 
been worked over for many hours. McMa- 
hon in releasing him from the clutches of 
the sunken wire tore his finger very badly. 
He still bears the honorable scar. 

Very soon after this, while McMahon 
was strolling near a bridge in Central 
Park, a scaffolding containing two men. 
who were painting the bridge, gave way 
and the men fell in the water. McMahon 
heard their cries and imme: diate ‘ly plunged 
in after them. One man was drowned. but 
the efforts of McMahon saved the other's 
life. it was then that he got the only 
word of thanks that ever greeted his he- 
rvic actions. But the man went home with- 
out McMahon even learning his name. 

Hugh McMahon, was born in this city 
about 30 years ago in the old Gas House 
district. His father. of the same name. 
gained a reputation for bravery during the 
Civil War. McMahon is a me mber of Com- 
pany E, Eighth Regiment, N. G. N. Y.. and 
1e holds the office of Democratic inspect tor 
of elections in the Eleventh assembly dis- 
trict of the Thirtieth congressional district.

Director of National 
North Americas After Refuge 
to Accept Resignation of Presi- 
dent Perry Vote Transfer. 


CAR WORKS BURNED WHILE 
HE WAS IN OFFICE ALONE 


Warrant Was Taken , Out, but 
Never Served—Relieving Rank 
of Loan Had Involved Mr. Perry 
Heavily With Company. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—The purchase of the 
National Bank of North America by the 
Continental Nationa] Bank, which was an- 
nounced late last night after a meeting of 
the directors of both institutions, is ef- 
fective at once. 

This action comes as the climax to 
charges connecting the name of President 
Issac N. Perry of the National Bank of 
North America with the felonious burn- 
ing of the Chicago Car and Locomotive 
Co.’s works at Hegewisch. 

Mr. Perry visited the plant two weeks 
ago Sunday. That afternoon a mysterious 
fire damaged the plant to the amount of 
$25,000. The result of the fire department 
investigation led to a demand upon the 
state’s attorney for the indictment of Mr. 
Perry. Assistant Blair, in charge of the 
grandjury, objected to taking up the case, 
and suggested that any prosecution be 
through a warrant and a police court. A 
warrant was taken out by Attorney John- 
son of the fire department, but it was never 
served. 

The board of directors of the bank, after 
sitting in judgment on the matter. for 


three days. agreed unanimously that an at- 
tempt is being made to blackmail and ruin 


Mr. Perry, whose connection with the lo- 
comotive company is thus described by 
one of them: 


Perry Assumed 
Bank’s Liabilities. 


About a year ago Mr. Perry loaned the Locomo- 
tive company $100,000, the value of the plant being 
yut at $175,000. Later the company was reported 
in difficulties. Fearing that any report of financial 
etraits might affect bis bank injuriously, Mr. Perry 
out of bis private fortune reimbursed the bank for 
the amount advanced. Then he took over the man- 


agement of the concern, but it was omly on Sun-’ 
days and holidays that he could find time to visit 


the plant.

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GREATEST TRICKJUMPERIN THE WORLD| 
‘The Marvelous Feats of Larry Le a 


From Sauce Piquante. . 

Wonder and applause without stint have 
greeted the remarkable jumping perform- 
ances of Larry Le Roy wherever he has 
exhibited in Europe find America. He 
claims to be the champion trick jumper of 
the world, and no oné afs*yet has come for- 
ward to dispute his claim. Among the 
hundred or more difficult tricks of jumping 
which Le Roy astonishes all who never 

d of the famous [rishman, Diarmuid 
O’Duibhne, is that of leaping out of a bar- 
rel while standing balanced on the iron 
part of a spade. As he leaves the barre! 
he makes the spade touch Nghtly a bell 
Placed on the forehead of his assistant, 
Miss Mineola. The bell rings sharply as he 
touches it. or this trick the young lady 
reclines on the floor with her head resting 
on a chair. It Is a dangerous trick, but 
Le Roy has névef so much as scratched his 
fair assistant. 

Another bell trick is performed -while 
leaping over a long table on which is 
Placed a basket of raw eggs. A bell stands 
on top of the eggs. and as Le Roy passes 
over the table he lightly touches the bell 
with his feet. causing it to ring. So light 
is his touch that not an egg is broken. A 
trick that always takes well is known as 
the candle trick. Miss Mineola stands some 
distance from a table with a Mghted can- 
dle in each hand held high above her’ head. 
Le Roy takes a short run. lands on the 
table, and then, leaping high in the air. 
extinguishes a candle with each foot with 
a gentle tap as he passes over the head of 
his assistant. A very clever trick consists 
In opening a watch case with the feet 
while tn the act of leaping over a table. 
The -vatch is laid upon the table, and Le 
Roy makes a long graceful leap.

‘No Explanation Offered for Britt’s 


Sudden Determination Not to 
Draw Color Line.

SAN FRANCISCO, ie 27.—While the 
advance sale on the seats for the Joe Gans- 
Jimmy Britt fight is rapidly grow- 
ing, there is a noticeable abserce of betting 
on the issue of the bout. Few bets have 
been recorded, and while the match does 
not appear to be uneven on the face of it, 
it has been generally passed up as a spec- 
ulatirg proposition. 

Both fighters sre sending out good re- 
ports of their condition, and Gans says he 
will make the weight—133 pounds-—-without 
weakening himself. Britt is all confidence 
and the air is full of fight, but notwith- 
standing, betting shows that there is a 
decided lack of serious interest in the out- 
comme. 

What appears to be the chief reason for 
this is the fact that many followers of 
the game suspect that the battle is not 
altogether a serious fight. While they do 
not say openly that they believe it a fake, 
there is still a strong feeling that one or 
both fighters know what the outcome is 
going to be before they go into the ring. 

They bring a great array of circum- 
stantial evidence to support their theory. 
In the first place, they say that up until 
within a few weeks ago Britt stated 
positively and frequently that under no 
circumstances would he fight a ne io 
m, 
with dire penalties if. he ever violated 
this rule and hundreds of interviews 
have been printed giving out clearly 
Britt’s attitude on the color line. 

Now there is a sudden change. For no 
apparent reason Jimmy agrees to fight 
‘a colored boxer and the one above all 
has brepeatedly drawn 
His father withdraws his 
opposition without explanation and the 
fight is arranged. 

Then the weight is agreed on at 133 
pounds. There was at first a laugh of 
disbelief and talk of typographical er- 
rors when this was given out, as no 
one ever dreamed that at any time for 
years Gans could make that weight and 
9e strone enough to hit a dent into a 
pile of mud. But Gans agrees to make 
the weight and fight. 

Many other things are pointed out that 
to the follower of mere logic are not as 
they should be. If Britt wants to pick 
up some money before meeting Corbett 
he could get nearly as big a house with 
several white men. Why has Gans reso- 
lutely refused for years to make any- 
where near 133 pounds and then pick 
out one of the toughest, if not the 
toughest, men in the division and agree 
to make that weight for him? 
Questions like these are makin 
fight-public think and put time-locks on 
their pockets with the combination set 
for the day affer the fight.

BOY RUNS PUMPING STATION 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RAMSEY, Ill, Oct. 27.—Fifteen-year-old 
Homer Hanley of this city is the envy of 
his boy friends, for as “pumper’’ for the 
Illinots Central railroad he has charge of a 
15-horse power gasoline engine at the 
pumping station one mile west of Ramsey, 
while his companions must content them- 
selves with running churns. Homer is in- 
trusted with the responsibility of keeping 
the Illinois Central and Clover Leaf tanks 
at this station full of water to supply the 
locomotives. ape combined capacity of the 
tanks is about 130,000 gallons of water, and 
this must be pumped once each ot fe 
To a Post-Dispatch correspondent Homer 
said: “I began running an engine three 
years ago, my brothor naving charge of the 
pumping station and I running lights. We 
used a 70-horse power steam engine then, 
which required much more work than does 
the little gasoline fixin’. Sometimes the 
nights seemed mang, but generally the big 
engine was Iota of company. I have ha 
only one accident, and then the only dam- 
age done was to my hand, wht was 
caught in the machinery, mashing my 
fingers. 

The pumping station of which he is in 
charge costs the Illinois Central about 
$200 a month-—$50 a week for running ex- 
penses and $35 a month for the engineer.
